and on which it was about feven inches diameter, di- 
vided into digits by fix concentrick Circles. But Clouds 
coming, the Sun frequei-tly rendred this way of oblerving 
inconvenient, and thrrctore laying afide the Apparatus 
of the Scene, I viev/ed him through the fame Tekfcope 
with Smoaked Giaifes, to Pave my Eyes, an i Noted: 
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A very imall part of the © diameter waseclipfed^
